To me, the Sierra Madre News is pretty Sierra Ma- 
dreish, which is how it should be. Within that context, 
this Page Two column that started as a random collec¬ 
tion of thoughts and has turned out to be a regular fea¬ 
ture, is the most Sierra Madreish of all. With the excep¬ 
tion of those moments when I’m compelled to grab a 
soapbox, this space is essentially reserved for the peo¬ 
ple, places, events, and stories of Sierra Madre that ei¬ 
ther deserve mention but won’t find their way into a full¬ 
blown column, or as advance or post notice of events that 
have received full cov^age, but merit even more. 

This must be one of those soapbox weeks, because I 
have to start today not with the City of Sierra Madre, but 
Riverside. Tuesday morning, Joseph L Neale Jr., a 
former Riverside city employee, walked in on a meet¬ 
ing of City Council and staff, and opened fire, would- 
ing the Riverside Mayor, Rem Loveridge, Councliwom- 
an Laura Pearson, Councilman Chuck Beaty, and two 
police officers. In a rare moment of self-restraint, I won’t 
elaborate cm the fact that Neale was a Postal Service em¬ 
ployee. 

Riverside is not Sierra Madre, which has about as low 
a crime rate as exists in California, but regardless of that, 
certainly nobody in Riverside City Hall would have ever 
dreamed that such a thing could happen, yet it did. It’s 
the sort of random violence that leave shocked onlook¬ 
ers saying, “It could have happened anywhere.” But, to 
get local again, ‘it’ (whatever IT is) almost without ex¬ 
ception, never happens in Sierra Madre. Yes, there is 
crime. There is even violent crime. But it just doesn’t 
happen that often. City Hall, especially over the past 
couple of years, has been the site of some bitter disputes, 
but they get handled (for the most part) rationally on both 
sides. A certain type of person is attracted to Sierra 
Madre, and that is the primary reason that Sierra Madre 
is the sort of place it is, and the more I read about every¬ 
where else, the more happy I am to work in Sierra Ma- 


tum! Hey,Just a minute! The girls can’t 
beat boys at their own sport. All of us 
kids knew that 

Well, die first girl up was kind of tall, 
but not too tall. The judges set the bar 
at four feet three inches, the same as the 
height that I jumped over and she matte 
it Oh! Oh! She m^ it She tied with 
me. The next girls in line made it too. 
Now, two girls had tied with me. Then 
a third girl came up. She was the tallest 
girl I ever saw in my life and I started to 
have my doubts a little bout winning. 
She casually walked up to thebar and 
asked the judges to set the bar at four 
feet eight inches. 

I just stood there with my mouth 
open. That big, gangly girl stepped back 
a few feet and as quick as a wink, she 
took a few, lumbering steps forward and 
literally glided over the top of the bar. 
All of us guys just stood there gaping at 
all the girls in awe. The girls beat us! 
Two otlwr girls beat the height I jumped, 
too. So I was out of the contest After 
it was over, all of us guys just walked 
away with our heads down. And all the 
girls just giggled and skipped away chat¬ 
tering and laughing a mile a minute. 

That was my first real encounter with 
girls and I sure didn’t like them at all. I 
wondered for a long time after that con¬ 
test why boys had anything to do with 
girls at all. I didn’t know it then, but in 
a few years I’d be chasing after the girls 
just like the big boys did. 

Well, I had one more sport to try and 
that was something called broad jump¬ 
ing. It had a great big sawdust pit and a 
wide board stuck in the ground flatwise 
about two feet in front of one end of the 
pit.. You had to step back from that 
board and jump a real long way and then 
run as fast as you could and spring off 
that board into the sawdust pit. That 
seemed easy enough to me so I joined 
the rest of the guys doing the broad 
jump. I practiced and practiced at that 
sport and I got pretty good at it. As usu¬ 
al, 1 wanted to be first in all I did, espe- 
ciallysports. There were two kids that 
could jump a little farther than I could, 
so I kept trying and trying to jump as far 
as I could. They kept beating me but 
only by a couple of inches—I was getting 
close. Finally the day of the contest 
came and I was there right on time. The 
judges got all of us boys in line and off 
we would fly, one at a time, springing off 
the board into the pit I felt in real good 
shape and I knew I had a chance to win, 
Anally it was my turn. I started running 
as fast as my little legs could carry me 
down toward that pit. I sprung off the 
board perfectly, and flew real high into 


When I was a wee-un in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, my very favorite athlete in the 
whole wold was Johnny Weismuller, 
who played Tarzan in all the Tarzan 
movies. I would watch him swinging 
from tree to tree on hangy-down vines 
and making beautiful swan dives from 
the trees into the water. I wanted to be 
just like him. 

As soon as the Canyon Pool was 
opened in June and I was old enough to 
go by myself to the swimming pool, I 
IMru:ticed swimming every day starting 
out with dog-paddling in the shallow end 
of the pool and eventually learning how 
to swim real good and able to go into 
(teeper water. 

As I look back on it now, I can’t re¬ 
member when I didn’t know how to 
swim. I took to the water like a duck¬ 
ling. Swimming was the height point of 
my athletic career, and I did real good at 
it for a change. , 

In my early years at Sierra Madre 
Elementary School I tried all kinds of 
other sports. First was baseball. I want¬ 
ed to be a pitcher. Man, I tried hard to 
be the best pitcher in the whole world. 
Something went wrong. The pitcher’s 
mound was too far from home plate! I 
couldn’t pitch that far, so the coach put 
me in right Held to see how I did there. 
Man, I caught fly balls all over the place. 
I was real good at catching those balls 
but I had one more problem. I couldn’t 
throw the ball back in a straight line. I 
would try to throw the ball back to first 
baseto put the ruimer out and it almost 
always ended up in the second base¬ 
man’s glove. I couldn’t hit tiie ball ei¬ 
ther. The pitcher would always throw 
the ball at me too fast, and I always 
missed hitting it. Well, I guess you 
could say I didn't do to good at baseball, 
but I still had a bunch of other sports to 
try. And. heck, 1 was game-and 1 nant- 
ed to be in some game. 

My next fry was high jumping. On 
the upper field of Sierra Madre Elemen¬ 
tary School were a couple of sawdust 
pits. One of the pits was used for high 
jumping and the other was for broad 
jumping. Well, I thought I’d try out high 
jumping first. 

I set the bar at three feet high off the 
ground and tried doing a scissors jump 
over that. I moved back from the bar and 
off to one side a little and took a running 
start at that bar. I flew into the air like a 
bird and scissored my way over the top 
of it like a gazelle and still had plenty of 
room to spare. Man! Th^ was easy! I 
was going to master high jumping with 
no problem, or so I thought. I practiced 
high jumping every day and finally got

Each day one, or per¬ 
haps two, freight trains 
stopped there. The loco¬ 
motive was unhooked 
from the train and then 
spent the next hour or so, 
spotting cars. They put the 
loaded cars into the train 
and moved empty cars to a 
location where they could 
be loaded. Allofthis^k 
time, so young kids like 
me took the opportunity to 
investigate the caboose. I 
still remember climbing 
the worn wooden steps to 
the rail platform. On each 
side of the door was a red 
lantern and just inside the 
door was a short, steep 
stairway to the cupola. 

This was a small protuber¬ 
ance above the roof of the 
caboose. It was encased in 
glass and from his seat, the 
conductor could watch the 
whole train. Inside the ca¬ 
boose, there were always 
bunks, a table, a few

stove and an enormous 
wood box. There was also 
a water tank ad a soot- 
blackened coffee pot. At 
the far end of the caboose 
was a small enclosure 
which contained the most 
primitive of toilet facili¬ 
ties. 

The trainmen in those 
far away days were often 
required to work sixteen or 
more hours per day and so, 
large dinner pails were 
needed. These pails were 
big enough to hold sand¬ 
wiches and cookies that 
would last two or more 
days. 

Trains in those days 
were subject to frequent 
mishaps. The locomotive 
broke down or jumped the 
track, or sometimes in 
winter, got stuck in enor¬ 
mous snow drifts. At such 
times, the entire crew took 
refuge in the caboose. 
With food, coffee, warmth 
and a place to rest, they 
simply holed up until help 
arrived. 

Not too many years 
ago, the caboose was 
judged to be an uimeces- 
sary expense due to mod-

all the time I had spent getting by to four 
feet. 

One afternoon we had a contest at 
school up on the playing field to see who 
could jump the highest over the bar. The 
judges (teachers) were going to give out 
ribbons too, for the kid that could jump 
the highest. Blue for first place, red for 
second place and yellow for third place. 

I just knew I was going to win that 
blue ribbon. Boy, would Mom and Dad 
and all the kids be proud of me! I would 
be the envy of all around me. 

Well, the judges started the high 
jumping contest and I was doing just 
great. Nobody, so far could beat me. I 
was the king! All but one kid and my¬ 
self could jump over four feet The judg¬ 
es set the bar at four feet and three inch¬ 
es and the other kid couldn’t make it He 
had three chances to try and missed all 
three. Then I was my turn! I made my 
first try at four feet, three inches and hit 
the top of the bar and knocked it off, too. 
I started to worry. I didn’t really want 
to share my spotlight with anybody. I 
really tried on my second jump. Up, up 
and away I flew into the air and guess 
what! I cleared the barand landed on my 
back in the sawdust. Man! was I hap¬ 
py! I was king over all the other guys! 
I thought the contest was all over but 
boy, was I wrong. Now it was the girls

I heard a little “snap” and a pain shot 
up my left foot. Oh! Oh! Something 
was wrong.

Away we went to Dr. Jacobs office on 
Sierra Madre Blvd., and he took pictures 
of my foot. Guess what! I broke a bone 
in my foot. Just one tittle one, though. 
So he wrapped it up real good and tight 
and got me a crutch and sent Mom and 
me on our way. 

When you were a little person, did 
you ever have to use a crutch? Well, 
after about a week of that crutch, I didn’t 
use it too much especially at school. 
That way Mom wouldn’t find out I 
didn’t useit. You know how mother’s 
are. 

I guess that’s really the whole story 
of my being a sports hero. That is the 
begirming and ending of sports stuff for 
me. The only sport I really loved and 
still do is swimming. I liked swimming 
a whole lot anyway, and thankfully Si¬ 
erra Madre had the Canyon Pool that I 
spent every day, every summer, in the 
water just Johnny Weismuller-ing 
around until I grew up to be a big kid.

“We’ve made good 
progress,” said Maurer.

Today, Ward’s is 
the only one of the original 
ranches to remain. It is 
also our business of long¬ 
est standing, now owned 
and run by Richard and 
Jeff Ward, third and fourth 
generations of the family.

The Santa Maria Style of Beef Barbecue is a cele¬ 
brated tradition that has been kept alive by groups in the 
Santa Maria Valley, originating in the 18(X)’s, vaque- 
ros held huge beef barbecues after the cattle drives.
